OHN MAYNARD KEYES tells us that in one hundred 

years there will be no economic problem. He is probably 
right. We have already largely solved the problem of pro- 
duction, in the sense that the nations of America and West- 
ern Europe are equipped to produce more than enough to go 
around. In a few years Russia will undoubtedly join them. | 
We have left the economy of scarcity behind and entered 
the economy of abundance—though very few of us realize 
this, and most of our thinking is still in terms of scarcity | 
economics, a cultural lag which we shall presently discuss. A | 
billion and a half horses of mechanical energy, added to the 
time-honored stock of man and animal power, have at last | 
put us in the position where, if we care to concentrate our | 
energy, we can raise more food than we can eat, build more 
houses than we can inhabit, fabricate more clothing than we 
can wear out. Only by wasting and even deliberate destruc- 
tion—such as the burning of cotton, corn, and coffee—can 
we dispose of the present output under the prevailing price 
system. 

Distribution, the other wing of the economic problem, is 
not solved, as the present depression bears eloquent testi- 
mony. We can pile up the goods in the warehouse with an 
efficiency hitherto unknown to homo sapiens, but there they 
stick. We cannot get them out in sufficient volume either to 
keep the productive plant functioning steadily, and thus 
economically, or to keep the general population adequately 
fed, sheltered, and clothed. At times—as in America from 


1922 to 1929—the flow, while far below capacity, leaving 
many millions on the ragged edge, is relatively better. At |

Solving Main Outlines 
Production Doesn’t Help 


That we have solved the main outlines of production— 
the inflow—does not help us much. Unless distribution—the 
outflow—can be directed, the misery which springs from | 
economic causes will tend to continue unabated. Though we | 
have entered the economy of abundance, its practical effects | 
musty be confined to certain classes in certain periods called | 

“prosperity,” unless the dam which impounds the warehoused | 
products can be channeled. Strangely enough the dam, stub- 
born as it is, is made of paper. Goods do not flow out because | 
there is insufficient purchasing power available to call them | 
forth. Gradually students of economics are being forced to 
the conclusion—and this depression has helped to force them 
—that a dependable supply of purchasing power provides 
one basic answer to the riddle of distribution. 

Why is purchasing power inadequate, why do we Western

} peoples fail to gain the full benefits of an economy of abun- 
> dance; why must we go through such scarifying ‘periods of 
mental panic and physical deprivation as the present? How 
can they be avoided? That, my friends, is a long and compli- 
cated story.

The Passing Show

A néws héadline announcés “US. Rejoices Over 
Worst Crop in 50 Years.” The story goes on to 


explain that Américan farmers are elated, because 
a grain shortage will raise the price of their product 

Was éver such a withéring indictment of our 
economic system penned or uttered by radical 
philosopher or s6ap-box agitator? Could anything 
bé more devastatingly damning than this, that pros- 
périty must depénd on productive failure? 

The delegates from the Economic Conference are 
all safely home and making their reports to their 
respective governments. The newspapers have 
already fully reported the happenings for theit 
peoples. The most voluminous and detailed re- 
ports wént not to United States or Canada, but to 
Japan. Now that it is over it can be summed up 
in the well-known phrase “The mountain was in 
labor and brought forth a mouse.” 

Though there was much talk of curtailing wheat 
Production, no agreement was effected. Perhaps it 
is as well, United States has a plan of its own and 
the force of law to carry it out. It has also been 
made doubly happy by one of those acts of Nature 
that on insurance policies are called “acts of God.” 
But then the Américan farmer, even in a normal 
year has a home market for 75 per cent of his 
wheat, and a high tariff against the rest of the 
wheat nations. His lot is much freer from worry 
than that of his Canadian brother. 

While délegates to the wheat section talked as if 
there is an absolute and overwhelming surplus of 
wheat, one wheat statisticiarl, Mr. F. E. M. Robin- 
son, writing in “Canadian Business” on the world 
wheat situation, says there is no valid evidence that 
over-production exists He says that the world 
crop this year is smaller than last, and that the 
figures of stocks on hand, especially of the Euro- 
pean nations, are deceptive. He says: 

There is no valid evidence in support of the 
theiry that there is a great or permanent or in- 
creasing over-production of wheat 

In the absence of valid evidence I would 
deprécate most strongly the making of state- 
ments calculated to retard the slowly growing 
confidence in the outlook of the international 
wheat market, which constitutes the most 
promising sign of world recovery today 
He declares 

No one knows within 500,000,000 bushels how 
much wheat there is in the world at any par- 
ticular moment, and therefore any attempt to 
draw definite conclusions as to the increase or 
decrease of the true world carry-over must be 
viewed as opinion, and not as evidence 

If the world consumed last year’s crop, he asks, 
why should we fear a glut for this year. He sees 
no reason why Canada should not capture 50 per 


cent of the tétal export trade in order td clear out 


its annual surplus saying: 

Why should the country that produces the 
best wheat in the world as cheaply as it can be 
produced anywhere be unable continuously to 
increase its share of the export business at the 
expense of competitors less fortunate 


A fictionised story of the famous Bible episode 
of Joseph and the wheat of Egypt, appearing in the 
current issue of Maclean's Magazine from the pen 
of Prof. W. G. Hardy of the University of Alberta 
is a reminder that the history of the fat and lean 
years may yet repeat itself, while an article from 
the pen of R. T. Elliott, K.C.. of Victoria, on the 
front page of a recent issue of the Edmonton Bul- 
letin, called “The Wheat Surplus Myth,” points out 
that there are two hundred million of China's 
people who are always hungry, and that were silver 
stabilised and two ounces of wheat bread establish- 
ed as part of the daily diet of these hungry ones, 
it would “absorb all the surplus wheat of the world 
for centuries to come 

If, as a Bible text suggests, humor is not confined 
to this earth. He who sitteth in the heavens must 
have laughed at that news headline “U.S. Rejoices 
Over Worst Crop in 50 Years.” 

Another and unrelated Victoria lawyer named 
Elliott— F. C. Elliott this time—has proved to be

The principle of the equivalence of inertial 
and gravitational mass could now be formulated 
in a very simple and intelligent manner-namely 
that in a homogeneous gravitational field all 
motions take place just as they would in the 
absence of such a field in a uniformly acceler- 
ated system. If this principle was true for all 
processes, it indicated that the principle of rela- 
tivity must be extended to include non-uniform 
motions of the co-ordinate systems if one de- 
sired to obtain an unforced and natural theory 
of the gravitational field. The problem then was 
to find and to elaborate a theory expressed in 
equations which did not change their form for 
non-linear transformations of the co-ordinates, 
as the simple physical interpretations of the co 
ordinates would vanish, if as required by the 
equivalence priciples, non-linear transforma 
tions were to be permissible, ete 

The only part I am sure of is that it is all “very

Health and Diet Advice

HOW TO AVOID FILTH-CARRYING FLIES 

Not # very many years ago window screens 
were very scarce and méthods for keeping flies out 
of thé Rouse on the farm or in the city Were un- 
khown. When the family sat down to dinner, one 
of the youngsters was usually given a long green 
branch and assigned to the job of shooing the flies 
away from the food on the table 
Even today one of the common 
nhuisancés of summer is the or- 
dinary house fly which may 
earry dirt, filth and disease into 
the home. This fly feeds upon 
unclean material, particularly 
On garbage, decaying substances 
and manure. In feeding, he 
picks up a small amount of filth 
on his feet and ¢arries it into 
the kitchen. He may light on 
food or dishes or on the mouths 
of children where he will de- 
posit dirt and disease germs 
Dr. F. McCoy Many diseases such as typhoid, 
diphtheria, children’s disorders and infantile par- 
alysis may be carried by the fly from one family 
to another 

This is the time of year when editorials appear 
telling of the perils of the house fly. Swatting 
campaigns are started and you are advised to 
“Swat that fly.” In spite of the campaigns, flies 
still develop. The best plan for eradicating flies is 
to wipe out their breeding places and thus prevent 
them from hatching. It is also important to keep 
flies as much as possible away from their feeding 
places. Flies like garbage pails, outdoo> toilets, 
stables and piles of decaying material. Any kind of 
rotting protein substances will furnish the soil in 
which the fly lays her eggs. One fly may lay more 
than 2000 eggs during a summer. A short périod 
later some of thé offspring are laying eggs and soon 
there are thousands of flies to swat 


The first thing to do in getting rid of all flies is 
to arrange for the dispoging of garbage. Keep it in 
pails tightly covered or bury it. Also clean up any 
piles of fertilizer which may be close to the home. 
If it is not practical 4o remove the decaying rubbish, 
kerosene or chloride of lime may be sprinkled over 
it. This will kill the eggs or maggots before they 
become flies. A good thing to use on manure heaps 
is borax which should be sprinkled on each layer 
of fresh waste and costs less than one-cent per day 
per animal. About seven pounds of borax is en- 
ough for nine bushels of manure. By sprinkling it 
occasionally, you will dissolve the borax and kill 
off any maggots which may be present. When you 
eliminate the breeding places for flies, you are well 
on the way for getting rid of all flies 


You will also find it helpful to use fly paper or 
fly catchers just outside the doors of homes and 
tents as this will stop the flies before they enter 
Windows and doors should be screened wtih wire 
screening to prevent the flies from entering. A good 
temporary substituté for wire screening is to tack 
mosquito netting over all openings. When camping 
out, it is a good plan to discourage flies by digging 
holes for garbage and waste and covering them 
over with earth. Bury all greasy papers after each 
meal and keep the food in covered boxes of cans 
In this way the camp will not draw flies and you 
will remain free from such pests : 

Swatting the flies makes an active form of ex- 
ercise since a fly has about 250 eyes and is an 
expert at keeping out of your way. It is advisable 
to use more of your attention in removing the filth 
which is the real source of the fly. Then you will 
not have to do so much swatting, and you will be 
free to secure some other kind of less exasperating 
exercise. Keeping the premises clean and whole- 
some is the greatest part of the battle in doing

away with the house fly. When the fly does not 


exist, you are safe from the fly-borne diseases
